Wales puts ball back 
in Biomass’s court 


NATURAL 
Resources Wales 
has requested 
further information 
from Biomass UK 
No2 Ltd on the 
proposed operation 
of its plant at Barry 
docks. 

The company is in the 
process of seeking an 
environmental licence. 

The news that NRW is 
seeking further 

clarification from the 
company will be an 
encouragement to local 
protesters. 

A NRW spokeswoman 
said: “We have requested 
further information from 
the applicant, who is due 
to respond by July 14, 
2017. 

“When we receive the 
new information we will 
share it publicly and 
provide further time for 
consultation. 

“We will then consider 
all responses and 
representations from 
consultees before making 
a draft decision on the 
application. 

“If we are minded to 
issue a permit, at that 
point we will carry out a 
further public 

consultation on any draft 
conditions for the 
permit.” 


NRW is still allowing 
submissions on the 
licence application.

NRW is seeking 
clarification on a number 
of issues, including 
noise; the amount of 
waste being processed; 
hours in which waste 
would be delivered; 
emissions and the fire 
plan.

The primary aim of 
the project at Woodham 
Road is not to dispose of 
waste, but to generate 
electricity by gasification 
of waste wood. 

Biomass says it would 
be subject to stringent 
controls; that the energy 
plant would produce a 
negligible impact on air 
quality; and that it would 
also operate to strict 
emission limits which 
would be monitored and 
enforced by Natural 
Resources Wales through 
the permit.

Is housing 
development 
about to 
be curbed? 


THE Vale’s Local 
Development Plan 
(LDP) could face 
major revision 
because the in¬ 
coming Con¬ 
servative admini¬ 
stration says the 
current projected 
housing figures are 
‘flawed’ and the 
group is against 
“unnecessary and 
inappropriate dev¬ 
elopment”. 

The possibility came 
to light after Vale 
Conservatives 
responded to Plaid 
Cymru’s Coun Ian 
Johnson, who demanded 
clarity on the LDP. 

Coun Johnson called 
on the Conservatives to 
reject what he described 
as a “flawed LDP that 
argues for 10,400 new 
houses in the Vale by 
2026”. 

Coun Johnson, 

Plaid’s candidate in next 
month’s general 
election, said that Welsh 
Government figures 
released in March 
suggested that only 
4,000 houses are 
needed. 

Coun Johnson said

Hotel near Rhoose 
Airport and removing 
items. 

They attempted to 
target another before 
fleeing in a silver 
Volvo-shaped vehicle 
when the van’s alarm 
sounded. The car turned 
left out of the hotel, in 
the direction of Barry. 

The previous night, a 
similar theft occurred 
from a vehicle parked 
on Clifton Street, Barry. 
In that incident, which 
happened sometime 
between 4.15pm on 
Tuesday, May 16 and 


7.45am on Wednesday, 
May 17, the van was 
entered - with no 
obvious damage caused 
- and a toolbag stolen. 

Other vehicles were 
also targeted on the 
same night - sometime 
between 6pm on May 
16 and 9am on May 17 
at Canon Street, and 
sometime between 
11pm on May 16 and 
7.25am on May 17 on 
Pontypridd Road. 

In both instances, 
thousands of pounds 
worth of tools were 
taken. 

Sergeant Mark Allen, 
who is investigating the 


incidents, urged all 
vehicle owners and 
particularly van owners 
to take extra 
precautions to protect 
their belongings. 

Sgt Allen said: “In all 
of these instances, 
tradesmen have clearly 
been targeted for their 
valuable tools. 

“Thieves know that 
there is a market out 
there for power tools 
which are worth a lot of 
money, and they have a 
complete disregard for 
the victims who depend 
on these tools for their 
livelihoods. 

“While people 
should be able to store 
their work equipment in 
their work vehicles, the 
sad fact is that it is 
simply not safe to do so. 

“I’d urge tradesmen, 
and indeed all vehicle 
owners, to ensure they 


remove all valuables 
from the vehicles 
overnight and to ensure 
vehicles are left secure. 
Ensuring vehicles have 
alarms does also act as 
a deterrent. 

“I’d also urge people 
to be vigilant and to 
contact us if they are 
offered for sale 
equipment they suspect 
is stolen.” 

Sgt Allen also 
appealed for any 
witnesses or anyone 
who could help identify 
those involved, to come 
forward. Anyone with 
information should 
contact 101, quoting 
reference 1700188696. 
Alternatively, 
Crimestoppers can be 
contacted anonymously 
on 0800 555 111.

Conservatives more 
power on 

committees. 

Coun Penrose will 
serve in the Vale cabinet 
alongside the 

Conservatives, and his 
decision means the ruling 
administration has a 
majority 24 of the 47 
councillors (see article 
on page 13). 

On the council 
website, he is described 
as ‘Independent (Part of 
the Conservative 

Group)’. 

Early this week, Coun 
Penrose told The GEM 
he would remain as an 
independent councillor. 
He said he would be 
making a statement in 
due course. 

Plaid Cymru’s Coun 
Ian Johnson said: “By 
becoming a member of 
the Conservative group, 
despite being elected as 
an independent, Coun 


Penrose has given more 

committee seats and 

more power to the Tories. 

“Through joining the 
Conservative group, they 
will be entitled to 

additional seats on more 
important council 

committees than Coun 
Penrose would have 
received as an 

independent, streng¬ 
thening their hand in 
crucial committees, such 
as planning, where they 
will now have a majority 
of seats. 

“If Coun Penrose is 
taking up Tory seats on 
committees and voting 
with the Tory whip, then 
most people in Sully and 
beyond would rightly see 


him as a member of the 
Tories.” 

Coun Johnson added: 
“The problem with so- 
called independent 
councillors is that they 
are often anything but 
independent when it 
comes down to it.” 

Coun Johnson pointed 
out that in the previous 
Labour-Llantwit First 
coalition, the different 
groups were treated 
separately in calculating 
committee seat 

allocations. 

On this occasion, it 
appears allocations will 
be made on the 24- 
member group, the 
Conservatives plus Coun 
Penrose.

Guy Ritchie’s King Arthur 
is royally underwhelming!

UY Ritchie 
seemed to 
have blotted 
his copybook after 
he followed up the 
one-two punch of 
Lock, Stock and 
Two Smoking 
Barrels and Snatch 
with the atrocious 
Swept Away and the 
well-intentioned- 
but-ultimately- 
perplexing Revolver. 

Solace came from a 
revisit to his British 
gangster roots in Rock 
‘N’Rolla, before Ritchie 
took on the reins of 
Hollywood’s big-budget 
blockbusters with two 
Sherlock Holmes films 
and The Man From 
U.N.C.L.E. 

With a live-action 
version of Aladdin next 
on his slate, Ritchie’s 
latest film is his take on 
Arthurian legend with 
King Arthur: Legend of 
the Sword. 

It stars Charlie 
Hunnam as Arthur, a 
peasant boy from the 
streets who sees the 


kingdom ruled by the 
Machiavellian Vortigem 
(Jude Law). 

But when Arthur pulls 
the sword from the 
stone, he realises he is 
the son of the former 
king, Uther (Eric Bana) 
and, whether he likes it 
or not, must rise up 
against the tyrannical 
Vortigern... 

It’s fair to say that 
Guy Ritchie’s success 
with the Sherlock 
Holmes franchise proved 
he was more than adept 
at crafting big-budget 
blockbusters that had a 
keen visual sense. 

With King Arthur, 
Ritchie takes on another 
iconic character that has 
been visited several 
times before. However, 
here the results are far 
more mixed. 

Ritchie was keen to 
take away the solemnity 
of the Arthurian legend 
and invest it with some 
spark and energy, and he 
certainly does that. What 
doesn’t work however is 
how the film flip-flops 
from Lock, Stock...- 
esque fast-paced 
dialogue and smarts to

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Barry astronomers 

say: LOOK OUT 
FOR MOON’S 
‘TERMINATOR’ 


THE month of June is perhaps 
not the best time to begin a 
monthly column on what you 
can see in the night sky, 
because it hardly gets dark at 
all. 

Still, astronomers do not hibernate 
and there is always something to look 
at, weather permitting. 

The one object everyone can find is 
the Moon. In fact, I will let you into a 
little secret. If you live close to an 
amateur astronomer, you may well see 
him or her jump up and down while 
shaking a fist at the sky. This may well 
be because moonlight often drowns out 
the fainter objects we want to see. 

If you own an ordinary pair of 
binoculars, try using them to look at 
the Moon and you will be able to see a 
wealth of detail. Your binoculars will 
have two numbers on them, one small, 
and one big. They may look something 
like this: ‘7 x 50’. 

The small number is the amount of 
magnification, the large number is the 
field of view. Using such an instrument 
you will be able to see large craters, 
flat plains, and even mountain ranges. 
You may think the best time to view is 
when the Moon is full, but this is not 
so. The best time to view is when the 
Moon is a crescent. 

Train the binoculars on the 
terminator - this is the line where the 
bright edge meets the dark edge. The 
reason for this is because the Moon has 
no light of its own - it is merely 
reflecting sunlight. 

When the Moon is a crescent, 
sunlight falls on its surface at an angle 
creating better shadows. This allows 
the features to stand out more clearly. 
When the Moon is full, sunlight is 
shining straight down and shadows are 
smaller. 

The first week of June is a good time 
to look, and the Moon is full on Friday 
9. All is not lost if you do decide to 
have a look at the full Moon, because 
you will now be able to trace bright 
rays that emanate from some young 
craters. The rays are caused by 
material that has been blasted out of 
craters, and fallen back to the surface. 

The Moon can also act as a marker 


to locate fainter objects; on June 8 it 
lies very close to the planet Saturn 
(more about this next month). On June 
21, early risers will see it below the 
planet Venus. 

If you are already familiar with the 
night sky you will have noted one 
bright star outshining all the others. In 
fact, this isn’t a star at all but the planet 
Jupiter. The Moon will appear to be 
very close to Jupiter on June 3. 

If you do spot Jupiter, look at it with 
your binoculars and you may be able to 
see up to four tiny little stars. These are 
the four moons that were discovered 
by Galileo around 1610. Watch them 
for a few nights and they will move 
positions relative to Jupiter, just as the 
Moon changes position in the sky. 

Allow me to offer some tips. Firstly, 
and most importantly, never look 
directly at the Sun with any binoculars 
or indeed a telescope: instant blindness 
could result. 

Secondly, to get the best out of 
observing the night sky, you will need 
to dark adapt your eyes. 

Our eyes are best suited to 
observing in daylight and therefore 
you will need to spend at least 10 
minutes in the dark before your eyes 
have adapted. 

Try this experiment: sit in a room at 
night with the lights on, then turn them 
off and wait. Minute by minute your, 
eyes will begin to adapt and now you 
should begin to see familiar shapes 
around you. 

But remember, it takes a split 
second to lose your dark adaptation, so 
astronomers don’t like bright lights. At 
the same time, we want to be able to 
have enough light to read star charts or 
find our way around our garden. 

Red light is fine, so always carry a 
red torch with you. Try and find a 
suitable spot away from any bright 
lights, and if this means you leave your 
own surroundings, always tell others 
where you are going and take a 
charged mobile phone with you.

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‘Blight of rural 
crime must be 
addressed,’ SAYS 


NFU CYMRU 


‘THE next UK Government 
must take action to show it is 
serious about addressing the 
blight of rural crime’ - that 
was the message from the 
Nation Farmers’ Union (NFU) 
Cymru Rural Affairs Board, 
which met recently. 

Rural crime was high up the 
agenda at the meeting on May 18, 
with farmers across Wales 
increasingly concerned about 
incidences of criminal activity 
including vehicle thefts, livestock 
theft, fly-tipping, sheep worrying, 
trespass, poaching, arson, vandalism 
and fraud. 

NFU Cymru Rural Affairs Board 
Chair Hedd Pugh said: “Crime in 
rural areas affects members of the 
farming community 
disproportionately. It costs farmers 
time and money and also presents a 
risk to human health, farm animals, 
wildlife and the environment. 

“NFU Cymru members are 
experiencing increases in various 
rural crime incidents that severely 
impact their farm businesses and 
strike fear and distress into our rural 
communities. 

He said that NFU Cymru is 
“committed to making sure that 
farmers are not seen as a ‘soft target’ 
for criminals.” 

Ahead of the 2017 General 
Election on June 8, the NFU is 
seeking commitments from all 
political parties to address rural 
crime issues that are having a “huge 


impact on farming communities and 
agricultural businesses”. 

“While businesses who have been 
the victims of crime have taken steps 
to reduce the risk themselves, it is 
clear that much more must be done 
and the next Westminster 
Government must address rural 
crime and ensure that future funding 
for policing reflects the additional 
costs associated with policing in 
rural area; and the Ministry of 
Justice should direct the Sentencing 
Council to ensure up to date 
Magistrates’ Court Sentencing 
Guidelines are in place for all rural 
crimes. 

“Police forces in Wales, most 
notably North Wales Police’s Rural 
Crime Unit, have worked in 
conjunction with the industry to 
tackle rural crime head on - and for 
this continued, concerted effort, 

NFU Cymru and its members are 
very grateful.” 

An NFU spokesperson added that 
one of the union’s key policy 
statements ahead of the election is: 
“The next UK Government must 
show that it is serious about the 
blight of rural crime, through 
funding which reflects the additional 
cost of policing rural areas and by 
refreshing sentencing guidelines to 
ensure that a deterrent effect is 
achieved.’

They saw salmon 
fishermen and banks 
smothered in bluebells 
on re-crossing into 
Monmouthshire via the 
footbridge at Redbrook. 

After a pleasant break 
near a fishing lodge in 
hazy sunshine, the first 
climb by road and track 
led into Cuckoo Wood 
with its moss covered 
boulders. Upon reaching 
Cleddon, following a 
lack of rainfall, hardly 
any water was tumbling 
down the steep hillside 
into the valley above 
Llandogo. 

Climbing gradually 
into Bargain Wood, 
where carved lines of 
poetry on wooden 
benches mark viewpoints 
over the magnificent 
River Wye, they headed 
down to Botany Bay. 

A descent through 
bluebell and garlic-lined 


paths at Coed Beddick 
heralded a late lunch at 
Tintern Old Station in 
warm sunshine. 

Taking advantage of 
the flat riverbank, they 
stopped on the journey to 
Tintern for refreshing ice 
creams in the shadow of 
the ruined Tintern Abbey 
and headed up through 
lush green meadows. 

The short, steep 
scramble up the cliff into 
Black Cliff Wood with its 
ancient Iron Age Fort 
brought them high above 
the Wye gorge. 

Reaching the Eagle’s 
Nest with its 
breathtaking views out 
over the Severn Estuary, 
the winding River Wye, 
the Lancaut Peninsula, 
the steep cliffs at 
Wintour’s Leap and the 
mined Chepstow Castle, 
meant a brief stop for 
revitalising cake from 
John R accompanied by 
the delivery of a poem by 
WH Davies from 
William. 

Descending steeply 
through Lower Wyndcliff 
Wood and the rocky 
Giant’s Cave led them 
towards the delightful 
ruins of Piercefield 
House and stables, with 
its surrounding parkland 
and glorious view 
towards the Severn 
Bridge. 

In warm golden 
sunshine, the last leg 
adjacent to Chepstow 
Racecourse led along a 
lane, through a gate in a 
stone wall and back to 
Chepstow.
